HA the People to whom Herod made his 


Oration ſaluted him by the Name of 4 God, on- 
ly in the ſecondary Signification of the Word, 
they could not ſo properly have been charg'd 
with Blaſphemy; becauſe as their King he 
was inveſted with the Authority of Go p: 
But hen their Flattery proceeded ſo far as to 
detract from, when he was ſo vainly puffed 
up as to receive, the Glory that was due to 
none but G O-D, in that blaſphemous Accla- 
mation, It is the Voice of 4 God, and not of a 
Man; it was Time for the Divine Juſtice to 
let him n that he was but a Man, by a Judg- 
ment worthy of Go p. Herod had the fame 
Right to the Title of a God in an improper 
Senſe, as any other wicked Prince or Magi-
